TWO MEN. KILLED. 

Considerable excitement prevailed at 
Kowloon Dock yesterday when, at about 
10.30 acm. an explosion was herd, follow.

The vessel was lying alongside the steamer 
Shantung at the Dock Wharf having been 
towed over from Aberdeen Dook on Satur- 
day afteruoun fur complet ion’ of repairs. 

As it was known by the Dock authorities 
thal workmen were engaged at yopairs oi 
the vessel in a very short time Mr Graham, 
the manager of the Dock, on 
hoard with several of the stat? assisting the 
Captain and ofticers of the Nevite in 
euileavowing to recover such of the work- 
ten as might be in dangurof asphyxiation.
